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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


During  the  past  year  our  schools  have  been  very  satisfac- 
tory, but  there  is  still  opportunity  for  improvement.  While 
weieel  that  much  has  been  accomplished  for  the  good  of  the 
schools  during  the  past  few  years,  we  believe  that  much  more 
could  be  done  and  still  more  satisfactory  results  obtained  if 
there  could  be  a  more  earnest  co-operation  between  parents 
and  teachers.  Too  much  attention  is  often  given  by  the 
parents  to  what  we  might  call  "school  gossip,''  with  the  re- 
sult that  unwarranted  adverse  criticism  of  teachers  is  made 
which  results  injuriously  to  the  schools.  If  the  parents  will 
carefully  investigate  before  passing  judgment  upon  matters 
pertaining  to  management  of  our  schools  we  are  sure  that 
very  lit  le  fault  can  be  found. 

The  condition  of  our  school  books  at  the  present  t  i  me  i 
very  discouraging.    The  amount  expended,  about  $1.15  per 
scholar  per  year,  seems  very  reasonable,  but  unless  the  child- 
ren care  for  the  books  much  better  than  they  ha\e  during 
the  past  year  the  expense  will    become  much  greater.  It 
seems  as  though  the  children  are  m:>re  careless  with  the 
books  than  they  were  a  few  years  ago.    We  trust  that  "par- 
ents and  teachers  will  join  in  the  effort  to  make  the  wear  and 
tear  of  books  a  minimum  amount.    It  will  be  necessary  to 
raise  $350  this  year  to  put  the  books  into  proper  shape. 

The  teaching  force  has  been  about  the  same  as  it  was  last 
year.  Four  teachers  have  resigned,  one  teacher  was  promot- 
ed to  a  higher  grade,  and  five  new  teachers  have  been  appoint- 
ed to  fill  vacancies.  The  school  boardhas  been  fortunate  in  the 
selection  of  teachers  who  have, been  faithful  and  conscientious 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties.    Changes  on  the  teaching 
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force  cause  some  confusion  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  It 
is,  therefore:  very  essential  that  the  same  teachers  should  be 
retained  if  possible. 

The  larger  part  of  the  school"  buildings  are  in  a  fair  state  of 
repair.  It  was  necessary  tu  put  one  new  furnace  into  the 
high  school  building  this  year  and  the  other  will  have  to  be 
replaced  during  the  coming'year.  These  furnaces  have  been 
installed  for  many  years  and  were  in  ja  very  bad  condition. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  raise  $350,  at  least  for  repairs  and  in- 
surance. 

In  the  Withee  District  during  the  past  year  there  have 
been  only  five  scholars  to  attend  school.  After  next  term 
there  will  be  only  four  scholars  to  attend  and  it  will  be  nec- 
essary for  the  town  to  make  special  provision  in  this  case  this 
year.
